Applicants may wish to consider the filing of an mternational 
appSnrdeVthe Patent Cooperation Treaty (PCT). An international (PCT) application generally has he same 
eKtas a regular national patent application in each PCT-member country. The PCT process s.mphfies the 
filing of patent applications on the same invention in member countries, but does not result in a grant Of an 
international patent 1 and does not eliminate the need of applicants to file add.t.onal documents and fees in 
countries where patent protection is desired.
